Railing Cruisers of Teutons Attack
Merchant Convoy and Send D"n,

in Addition to Two Warships
Nine Merchantmen.

Germany scored on the water in
Saturday's news developments which
recorded the breaking up of a mer-
chant convoy in the North sea by
raiding cruisers that sank two Briti-

sh; destroyers and nine of the twelve
convoyed ships.

The sea tragedy cost the British
the lives of 135 of the officers and
men on the destroyers, who were left
to their fate by the German raiders
in their haste to escape, as were the
crews of the sinking merchantmen.

About iuC of the merchant sailors,
however, are known to have reached
the shore in boats or on British pa-ti- ol

cra'c. Ai! but thtv-- of the t iding

ships were of Scandinavian na-

tionality, ,T;.-.- of then apparently be-

ing small vessels.
The character of the raiding war-

ships is not exactly apparent.
The British admirality describes

them as very fast and heavily armed,
while Berlin in its report refers to
them as "light sea fighting forces."

They escaped the vigilance of the
British guardships under cover of
darkness, both on their outward, and
homeward trips.
